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CLEVELAND MUSEUM OF ART HOSTS SYMPOSIUM ON CHINESE PAINTING 

A two-day symposium, Chinese Painting of the Ming and Qing Dynasties, 
will be held at The Cleveland Museum of Art on Saturday, May 6 and Sunday, May 7, 
1989. The S 3 Tnposium was organized by the Department of Asian Art in conjunction 
with Masterworks of Ming and Qing Painting from the Forbidden City, a loan 
exhibition of seventy-six paintings from the Palace Museum collection, Beijing, the 
People’s Republic of China. 

Leading scholars of Chinese art from the United States and Europe will present 
new research on leading painters of the Ming and Qing dynasties and explore genres, 
including Chinese portrait painting, that have received little attention in the West. 
Participants will also examine the political agenda behind the commission of some 
imperial paintings. Speakers include Richard Barnhart of Yale University, Anne 
Burkus of the University of Chicago, and James Cahill of the University of California, 
Berkeley. Shan Guoqiang of the Palace Museum, Beijing, will give a talk titled 
"Classical Traditions of Portraiture in the Qing Dynasty." Stephen Little, associate 
curator of Chinese art at The Cleveland Museum of Art and supervising curator of the 
exhibition here, will discuss "Literati Perceptions of the Zhe School" at the opening 
session of the S3miposium.
